She 
Spoke  English  only  at  home  andwdth 
the  few'  Engl ish-speaki rig  families 
in  the  cities  v;here  she  lived, ■ Sao 
Paulo,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  riibeirao 
Preto,  an  interior  city  in  the 
heart  of  the  coffee -growing 
section.
